Urge 30-Hour Week 


SAN, FRANCISCO, Calif.~(/P)- The 
American 
Federation 
of 
Labor, 


Ihrough its executive committee, call- 
ed Sunday for a "major adjustment" 
in thc nation's economic organization 
nnd nn increased tempo by business 
that would "use thc capacity of our 
industries." 


In iUs report on the year's activities 


to the unnuiil convention of the fed- 
eration, the council also urged that 
NRA codes be further amended to in- 
crease employment and boost wages. 


A broad legislative program was 


proposed, including a 30-hour week, 
minimum wage laws, old age security 
and ratification of the constitutional 
amendment to outlaw child labor. 


The council said organized labor 


must bo "forever opposed to "curren- 
cy inflation as the method of recov- 
ery" and it viewed the increased na- 
tional debt with "alarm and with mis- 
giving." 


Saying that thc year's progress to- 


ward recovery fell "far short of what 
We hud hoped" and that "ten millions 
urc without jobs," the report give a 
view of what organized'labor believes 
necessary:

The President Speaks to 


Nation on Radio Sun- 


day Night 


WASHIGNTON. — (ff>) - President 


Roosevelt Sunday night »ppealed for 
an armistice in the year's recurring 
conflicts between capital and labdr 
while the second, and still experimen- 
tal, phase of NRA produces legislation 
permanently safeguarding thc rights 
of each. 


The president again carried thc ac- 


complishments and purposes of the 
new deal directly to the. people in aji 
address broadcast to a,H'sections of thje 
nation asking for patriotic and whole 
hearted co-operation. 
;, 


The truce in industrial ^warfare, he" 


said, is to be accompanied, .within th| 
next month, by conferences with em- 
ployers and the spokesmen of organ- 
ized labor, while a "full and fair" 
trial is given to means already pro- 
vided for adjusting such disputes. 


"Accordingly," he said. "I propose 


to confer within the coming month 
with small groups of those truly rep- 
resentative of large employers of la- 
bor and of large groups of organized 
labor, in order to seek their co-opera- 
tion in establishing what 1 may de- 
scribe as a specific trial period of in- 
dustrial peace. 


"From those willing to join in es- 


tablishing this hoped for period of 
peace, 1 shall seek assurances of the 
making and maintenance of agree- 
ments, which can be mutually relied 
upon, under which wages, hours and 
working conditions may be determin- 
ed and any later adjustments shall be 
made either by agreement or in case 
of disagreement, throughout media- 
tion or arbitration of state or federal 
agencies. 


"I shall not ask cither employers or 


employees permanently to lay alsdt* 
Ihe weapons common to 
industrial 


war. But I shall ask both groups to 
;ive a fair trial to peaceful methods 
of adjusting their conflicts of opinion 
and interest, nnd to experiment for a 
reasonable* time with measures suit- 
tuhle to civilize our industrial civili- 
zation." 


The 
president asserted 
that he 


counted, in tho fuluro as in the past, 
upon Iho "driving power" of individ- 
ual initiative and fair private profit. 
He also advanced the view that "pri- 
vate enterprise in times such as these 
cannot be left without assistance and 
without reasonable safeguards lest it 
destroy not only itself but also our 
processes of civili/ation."

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL, 


AMENDMENT NO, IS 


Referred to (lie People by (he 
General Assembly in regular 
session assembled, 1933. 


Be it resolved by the House of Rep- 


resentatives of the State of Arkansas 
and by the Senate of the State of Ar- 
kansas, a majority of all members 
elected to each House agreeing there- 
to: 


Tliat the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, and, 
upon being submitted to the electors 
of the State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for Sen- 
ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors voting thereon, at 
such an election ndopt such Amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of Ar 
kansas, to-wit: 


That Article 5 of the Constitution o 


the StiUe of Arkansas be amended b 
adding thereto the following: 


SECTION 1. Not less than a major 


ity of the members of each HOUS& o 
the General Assembly may enact 
law. 


SECTION II. None of the rates fo 


property, excise,' privilege or persona 
taxes, now levied shall be increased 
by the General Assembly except afte 
the approval of the qualified elector 
voting thereon at an election, or in 
case of an emergency, by the votes o 
three-fourths of the members elected 
to each House of the General Assem- 
bly.
